fFrom Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, April 3.— Strong representation 
reached the Govormnent to-day from British 
Columbia, on tho aubject of the Bohring 
Sea regulations. Hon. Mr. Davio sent apress- 
lug tologram to Sir John Thompson, urging 
that measuroa bo takon to protect Canadian 
interests. Messrs. Esrlo and Prior saw Sir 
John Thompson and Sir C. H. Tupper with 
the samo objoet in viow. 

To-night Mr. MoDougall, Capo Breton, 
asked if tho Government had any informa- 
tion about the bill introduced at Washing- 
ton yesterday, respecting the Bohring Soa 
flsherioi. Tho Preniior replied that tho 
Government had no information on tho sub- 
ject of tho bill. No statuto of tho United 
States oould affect Canadian subjects on the 
high seas. Tho matter of the regulations 
would be dealt with by Imperial legislation 
snd tho Canadian views had been fully com- 
municated to Her Majesty's government. 
How far these views had prevailed ho oould 
not ssy. 

Sir John Thompson informed the Col- 
onist to night that a bill will bo introduced 
into Parliament for the purposo of ratifying 
tho French treaty. 

Mr. Foster announced that tho uxttlo dis- 
onsa in Grey country was of an entiroly local 
character and non-contagious. 

Tho Senate had a field day. Hon, Mr. 
Bowell, in an ablo Bpoeoh, introduced the 
insolvency bill. It provides for two classes 
of assignments, voluntary and involuntary. 
Two olasses of persons are dealt with 
separately, tho first being traders, tho sec- 
ond farmers. Tho first olaBs may bo put 
into insolvency at the demand of creditors. 
A farmer, however, cannot be bo proceeded 
against. Tho bill oontains 131 clauses. 

Tho budget debate dragged its weary 
length along to-day. There were no enliv- 
ening incidents. Mr. Mulook wants to re- 
itrict tho Governor Geueral to his actual 
salary, and not allow any travelling ex- 
penses. 

Hod. Mr. Bnrnior made a strong Bpoeoh 
in the Senate condemnatory of tho hard- 
ships imposed on Roman Catholics in tho 
territories in tho matter of schools. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Horrible Suicide-Deed of a Despondent Wo- 
man—Rev, Canon Pentre&tli to 
Resign His Charge. 

Winnipeg, April 3.— (Speoial)— Mrs. B. 
D. Deering, of Manitoba stroot, this city, 
committed suicide in a horriblo manner this 
morning, slashing hor throat and wrists, 
taking poison and finally hanging horsolf. 
Her husband, who was formerly a promin- 
ent shoo merchant, was sleeping upstairs 
and did not know of tho suicide until ho 
was awakened by ono of his children. Her 
husband's business troubles made Mrs. 
Deering despondent. Sho leaves a family 
of five children, and was formerly a resi- 
dent of Port Hope, Ontario, where her hus- 
band was in business some years ago. 

William Mackenzie, of Toronto, has filed 
a bill injehancery against tho Manitoba Gas 
and Eleotrio Light Co., asking for a settle- 
ment of his olaims amounting to many 
thousand dollarB. 

William Fouises has been sentenced to two 
yeurs for robbing Williams' grocory store. 

Rev. Canon Pentreath, of Christ church, 
has intimatod that ho will resign his chargo 
next Soptember. 

Georgo Crozior, a farmer of tho Oxbow 
Distriot, committed suicide by Bhooting. 
Ho pulled tho trigger with his too. Ho 
leaves a widow and six children in comfort- 
able ciroumstances.

— Kx President CaceroB 
has boon proclaimed Dictator of Peru, tho 
situation being that Peru just now has two 
Presidents and a Dictator. Tho Congress 
and tho people are hostilo to Caceres, but 
tho army ia with him.

Tho city is 
in poBBession of tho troops, who are support- 
ing Cacorea, and it is reported that Sonor 
del Solar, the constitutional President, is a 
fugitivo. The banks aro closed and all 
businoss is Buaponded. Tho soldiors aro 
patrolling tho streets. 



HOME RULE. 



John Redmond Declares That Were tho Tories 
in Power tho Situation Could 
Not Do Worse. 

Dublin, April 3.— At a mooting of tho 
Parnollito soction of tho Irish National 
party to-day, Mr. John Redmond made a 
speech in which ho declared that Homo 
Rule would bo in no woiso position than it 
ia now if tho Tories wore to come into 
power to morrow. A resolution was passed 
urging all members of tho Irish party to 
ilovoto their enorgies to bringing about an 
early dissolution of Parllameut. 



Prominent French I'i-Iohi Head, 

Paws, April 3.— Abbo Rebours, parish 
priest of tho Church of tho Madeleine, died 
of pneumonia to day. His syBtem had boon 
greatly shaken by tho Anarchist outrago 
when they exploded a bomb at tho ontranoo 
of tho ohuroh on March 15. Ho has been 
offerod bishopries several timcB, and had al- 
ways refused tho honors.

LE CARON DEAD. 

Tho Famous Witness Against the Irish Land 
Leaguers an* Others Dies a Natural 
Death. 

LONDON, April 3.— Tho spy Lo Caron, so 
prominently identified with tho ohargos 
againat tho lato CharleaStewertParnelJ.died 
Sunday from a painful malady. Le Caron 
olaimod to have boon a major in tho Amori- 
oan volunteer army, but tho truth of this 
statement was doubted. In 1889, when tho 
London Times oaso was beforo tho Parnell 
commission tho police called Lo Caron to 
England and put him on the witness stand, 
to discloso the innor workings and secret 
purposes of tho American Clan-na-Gael As- 
sociation. Ho accused Patrick Egan, 
Alexander Sullivan, Thomas Brennan, 
and othor prominont American Land 
Loaguers of being the leading Bpirits 
in tho revolutionary organization, and alBO 
testified to conference! that Parnell and 
other parliamentary loaders had with tho 
ohief Fenians when in tho United States. 
Aftor tho trial Lo Caron published a book 
containing " revelations " about Irish dyna- 
miters. Tho polico henceforth had to look 
aftor him. Ho dyed his black hair and 
moustache and took up his rosidcuco in a 
small houao in a southwestern suburb of 
London. Tho polico guarded tho houso 
constantly, and ho seldom went out, He 
had been 111 for nearly a year and his physi- 
cian was a younger brother of Thomas 
Burko, tho Under Secretary for Ireland, 
who was assassinated with Lord Frederick 
Cavendish by tho Invincibles in Phccaii 
park, Dublin. 



ORIENTAL NEWS. 

A Son to tho Empress of China— Japanese 
Election Hesulis Still In Doubt- 

San Francisco, April 2.— The stoamor 
China arrived yesterday from China and 
Japan, bringing a rumor that a son has 
been born to their imporial majesties, 
tho emperor and ompross of China. Tho 
report is doubted in Hongkong and seemu to 
bo a revival of a former rumor. 

In Japan the results of tho parliamentary 
elootlons of March 1, aro still in doubt. It 
Bcoms clear that tho Radicals have scored 
heavily, thoir success being attributed to 
government support. It seomB likely that 
iu tho next diot tho factions fighting out tho 
most important principles will bo very nearly 
balanced. Tho houso is expected to meet 
in tho middlo of May and sit for a month. 
Thoro will bo abittor fight for both tho 
presidential and vico presidential chairs. 

Tho Japan Mail says it is safe to say that 
tho elections on tho whole havo beon un- 
favorable to tho essential features of an 
antl-foroign movement originating at the 
last scBsion. 



SILVER DEPRESSION. 

Committee of tho British Chamber of Agri- 
culture Recommends a Royal Com- 
mission on Currency. 

London, April 3.— Tho committee ap- 
pointed by tho Chamber of Agriculturo to 
consider the question of bi-motaliism, re- 
ports that tho silvor ByBtcms of tho United 
States and India have depressed tho value, 
of silver, until it is now reduoed to ono- 
third of tho price of gold, under tho system 
of bl-motallism prior to 1893. It reoom- 
mondB the appointment of u Royal Commis- 
sion on currency. Somo membors of tho 
Chamber dissent, and Bay tho presont de- 
pression is not duo so muoh to silver condi- 
tions bb to othor causes, ono of whioh was 
tho importation of foreign oattle.

Money In London. 
London, April 2.— Tho past week was 
another ono of stringency in tho monoy mar- 
ket. Brokers in some instances wore obliged 
to borrow outsido at rates abovo tho bank 
rate, but the worst pinch is now thought to 
be over and there is a continued influx of 
gold from abroad. Silver was firm, owing 
to the short supplies with which to meet tho 
Chinese demand. After the holidays busi- 
ness at tho stook exchange was resumed 
with more spirit. The market for American 
railway securities was better, except for a 
temporary setback following tho voto of the 
American soigniorogo bill, whioh led to tho 
closing of speculative accounts. The prom- 
ised boon in Amorican brewerieBwas nipped 
in the bud by a collapBo in tho Bhares of the 
St. Louis breweries companies. Grand 
Trunk and other Canadian securities were 
better on the prospect of a modified tariff. 

Time of Atlantic Steamers. 

London, April 3.— Sir John Long will ask 
in the Houso of Commons for a statement by 
the Government of the comparative time oc- 
cupied in tho voyage of tho mail steamers 
between Queenstown and Now York and 
Southampton and Now Y/ork during 1893.

London, April 3 — Tho parliamentary 
election in tho Romford division of Ea- 
Bex resultod in tho choice of Wigrain, 
Conservative, over Bethel, Liberal, by 683 
majority. 

Another Servian Crisis. 

BELGRADE, April 3.— Prime Minister 
Smitch has resigned, and the King has sum- 
moned M. Nicolaiovitoh to form a new 
ministry. 

Uclgltim'/i fc"«w Ministers. 
Brussels, April 3.— Tho now ministers 
addressed tho chamber of representatives 
for tho first time to-day. Thoy announced 
tho introduction of measures to protect og- 
rioulturo. Tho Liberal mombors strongly 
protested again3t this part of tho pro- 
gramme. 

RAILWAYS IN CANADA. 

Interesting Statistics Resardlng Construction 
Operation anil Traffic— Hocelpta and 
Expenses. 

Montreal, April 3. — Tho annual roport 
of tho Minister of Railways of tho Dominion, 
which has just been mado public, shows 
that, during tho last fiscal year, thoro were 
sixty-fivo main linos of railway in 
operation in Canada. Tho number of 
miles of completed railway was 15,320. The 
number of mileB in continuous operation 
was 15,020. Compared with tho returns of 
tho preceding year this shows an increaso of 
eleven now railways, representing 1,316 
mileB of main lino. At tho oloso of the 
fiscal year tho paid-up capital amounted 
to 5872,156,475, an increuso of §S5,6SO,064 
compared with tho provious year. Tho gross 
receipts wore §52,942,397, an increaso of 
§5,198,571 ; working expenses, 536,616,033, 
an increaso of 53,702,683 ; numbor of pas- 
sengers carried, 13,618,027, an increaso of 
797,765. Total froight, §22,503,509, an in- 
crease of $1,276,180. 



London, April 3.— In tho Houso of Com- 
mons, Sir Eustaco Wilson, Conservative, 
asked whethor tho Govornmont had taken 
any measures to enforce the laws against 
fraudulent trading in American and other 
foreign meat imports. 

Right Hon. Herbert Gurdenor, president! 
of the Board of Agriculture, said tho ex- 
isting law was oufficieut to prevent such 
fraud. Homo producers, he said, ought to 
utilize their organizations in bringing evi- 
dence to the Board of Trade of any case3 of 
fraud, thus enabling offenders to ho success- 
fully prosecuted. 

Tho House, by a voto of 410 to 136, re- 
jected a motion made by Sir A. K. Rollittj 
(Cons ), to appoint a committee to con- 
sider tho rulos of prcceduro of tho House. 

Jamrs Henry Dalziol (Lib) member for 
tho Ktrcaldy district, offered a motion in 
tho House of Commons to-day, affirming the 
desirability of establishing a legislature for 
Scotland to deal with purely Scotch affairs. 

John Horbert Lewis (Lib), member for 
tho Flint distriot, moved an amendment 
that a Legislature ho established for Walej 
also. 

Sir G. O. Trevelyan, Secretary for Scot- 
land, said that the Government deolined at 
present to go further than support the bill 
creating a Scotch standing committee, whioh 
he moved yesterday. Ho added that ho 
intended personally to support Mr. Dal- 
ziel's motion, and tho Government left its 
followers freo to exorciao their own judg- 
ment in tho matter. 

Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, Conservative 
leader, ridiculed the unt of the Secretary 
for Scotland in supporting the Home Rulo 
motion, which was answerable for tho bill 
to creato a Scotch standing committee on 
which tho Houso had not yet acted. 

Mr. Dilziel's motion wbb carried by a 
vote of 180 to 170. 

Sir William Harcourt, tho Government 
leador, and tho principal members of the 
cabinot wore absent during tho debate. 



MEDICAL CONVENTION. 

Cholera anil Consumption Two of the Most 
Important Subjects for Discussion. 

Rome, April 3.— Tho delegates to the In- 
ternational Medical Congress were enter- 
tained on Saturday afternoon to a drive 
about tho city and surroundings, and on 
Sunday the American delegates attendod 
service in a body at tho English chapel. 
This morning tho various scotions got to 
work in earnest. Among the subjects sche- 
duled in tho cholera section is an olaborate 
resume of the methods adopted two years 
ugo by tho health authorities of New York 
to Bave tho United States from an invasion 
of that torriblo scourge. In tho tuberculosis 
section half a day will bo given up to the 
euro for consumption discovered by Dr. 
Amick, of Cincinnati, and voluminous liter- 
ature concerning which, together with a 
specially prepared and exhaustive treatise, 
will be submitted by one of the American 
delegates. Another section will discuBS tho 
numerouB oases of appendicitis which havo 
been reported of late from tho United States, 
and several eminent surgeons will give their 
viowB on tho most safo and practical form of 
operation. 



TORONTO TOPICS. 



CHILIAN CLAIMS. 

The Kxlsteuco of tho Claims Commission 
About to Terminate. 

Washington, April 3.— Tho Chilian 
Claims Commission's oxigtonce is terminat- 
ed by tho terms of tho treaty next Monday, 
Out of forty-throo casos presented only thir- 
teen American and two Chilian have beon 
considerod, Tho cases of tho Itata and 
Ricardo Trumboll, rocontly deccasod, both 
against tho United StateB, aro barred for 
laok of time. All judgments tbua far ob- 
tained havo been ogainBt Chili, but thoy aro 
small, aggregating less than §50,000. 

Riotous Students nt Warsaw. 

St. Pbtebsbdbq, April 3— Thoro has 
been much rioting among the students in 
Warsaw in consequence of tho expulsion 
from tho university of students euBpectod of 
Nihilism. The disturbances woro quelled 
by troops and many of tho rioters woro ar- 
rosted. Tho university haa boon closed. 

Defaulter Arrealcd. 
St. Mary's, April 3 — N. Ford, who was 
deputy collector of customs at St. Mary's in 
1871, and who disappeared, leaving a short- 
age of §1400, was arrested in Detroit yos- 
torday, and ho consented to oomo acroBS tho 
river without extradition. 



Premier Illnlr Under Accusntlon. 

St. John, April 3.— Attorney-General 
Blair, of Newfoundland, has been charged 
with having sold an office under tho Pro- 
vincial Government for §200. Ho denies 
tho aoouoation and aBks for an investiga- 
tion. 



Charged With Blgamy-The JfcWherrell Case 
-McGIll University Ptlnelpalshlp. 

Toronto, April 3.-(Special)— One Ryan, 
of this ciiy, a nephow of Registrar Peter 
Ryan, is under arrest at Wilkesbarro, Pa., 
under chargo of bigamy. In 1889 ho mar- 
ried Mrs. Mary Phillips in this city. Ho 
left his wife to look for work and Bettled in 
Wilkesbarre, where it is alleged ho married 
a girl named Minerva Land.

Vancouvkr, April 3.— A gang of dospor- 
ato burglars havo been very successfully 
working on the mainland of the Province for 
the past two weeks, and ono of them may 
yot swing for the (probabli) murder of YV. 
J. Moggridge, at Hall's Prairie. Tho gang 
commenced operations at Langley, where a 
Btoro and a saloon wore burglarized; they 
then burglarized a atore and a warehouse at 
Mission City and confiscated a large quan- 
tity of goods- ; at Westminster several citi- 
zens wore held up and robbed. Vancouver 
was then visited, and for several nights 
stores were looted. From Vancouver Ihey 
appear to have gone to Hull's Prairie, whoro 
they committed, as already roported, their 
last desperate deod in shooting Mr. Mogg- 
ridge, the first man who had resisted them. 

O'Kourke & Jarvis' place of business was 
broken into last night by Arthur Calquo- 
houn, who waB caught rod-handed by tho 
police. Ho was sent up for trial. 

Davin F. Douglas litis established himself 
in tho real estate business here. 

Tho Westminster amateur Pinafore opera 
company havo asked for a dato at tho Van 
couver opera house. 

Keevo Schou has been nominated by tho 
Burnaby electors as an independent candi- 
date for Richmond in tho approaching elec- 
tions. 

J. A. Green has accepted tho position of 
assistant collector of voteB for this city. 

Inland revenue returns for Vancouver for 
March : Malt, $4,794.05 ; tobacco, §639 .SO; 
cigars, $3,014 37; petroleum, 8364 50 ; 
total, §8,897.02. For March, 1S93, tho 
total was S5.8G7.12— incrcaso, 53,030 55. 

Yesterday afternoon a largo rock slido at 
Sailors' Rock blulf, about eight miles from 
Yale, carried down the telegraph wires. 
Tho Pucifio express was cancelled at that 
point and an auxiliary sent out. 

The eclobrated market by-law case is to 
be again taken up.

Mayor Anderson, in answer to an inquiry, 
stated to the Council that those in arrears 
of taxes did not havo to pay interest. Aid. 
Shaw said that it was no wonder that the 
citizens were in arrears of taxes over 
§S0,000. He proposed to introduce u 
motion that steps bo taken to compel those 
in arrears to pay up. 

At the Council meeting it was moved 
that tho city expropriate the poles, wires 
and machinery of the Electric Light Co. at 
tho termination of their contract with the 
city. The city solicitor, boing asked his 
advice, said that the oity could not do ihis, 
as thoy had, in their contract with tho 
Electric Light Co. in October, 1887, given 
the company a franchise in perpetuity.

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TACOMA'S ELECTION. 



Exceptionally Btcp Interest Being- 
Taken in Municipal Politics— 
The Parties Interested. 



American Protective Association to 
the Front— The Populists and 
Their Policy. 



Tacoma, Wash., April 3.— (3peciu!)— 
Municipal politics nbsoib almost the entire 
attention of all olnsso; jjBt now. Probably 
never before in the exIeteDca of Tacomu has 
thero been so much interest taken in an 
election. The hard times have depressed 
business so much that many otherwise but y 
men aro comparatively idle. Their thoughts 
naturally drift to politics. In hotter titi.es 
business men did not interfere with the 
machinery of the inunioipal government but 
lot the politicians do as they liked. A day 
of reokoning was certain, and it has come. 
With the entire country in a financial con- 
dition that has almost paralyzed trade, with 
the supply of Eastern moneyed men to in- 
vest in real estate ahut off, with little else 
but tho hard times and politics to occupy 
their minds, the business men have Bud- 
denly come to un understanding of thesitua 
tion. Now they are " in politics " and they 
are in doep. The olection for mayor, city 
treasurer, city comptroller, city physician 
and sight aldermen— half of the total mem- 
bership of tho council — will bo hold on 
Thursday. Tho Republicans, the Demoorate 
and tho Populists— tho new party, composed 
of tho oalamity howlers, dissatisfied poli- 
ticians, demagogues and the riff raif of both 
parties, who sot themselves up liko the three 
historic tailors who constituted themsolves 
" tho peoplo of England," — have all held 
their conventions and agreed on their nom- 
inations. E-ioh party is working with its 
might and main to soouro tho election of its 
ticket. Voting day will bo Tuesday next, 
nnd if it passes off without trouble tho city 
rruy consider itself In luck. 

The new social organization known as tho 
"A P.A." is to figure not a little in tho 
election here as it did in Soattio. Tho 
American Proteotivo Association is tho 
name for which tho mysterious initials 
stand. It has for its primary object tho 
making of war on Konian Catholicism, 
losing sight of tho provision in the constitu- 
tion of tho United States which guarantees 
freedom to all religions. The members are 
numerous, Tho Vice-President of the local 
orgauizition has boon nominated on the 
Populist ticket for Mayor. 

The Populist party demands that tho 
Government shall own all the railways, 
waterways, telephone and telegraph lines, 
and that municipalities shall own their own 
lighting and water plants. It claims that 
there is no intrinsic value in gold or silver 
coio, but that tho Government stamp 
gives it its sole value. They 
accordingly demand that tho only kind of 
circulating medium be paper currency bear- 
ing the stamp of the government. They 
demand tho abolition of tho national bink- 
ing system, of all banks in fact, and desire 
tho government to ho the only banker. 

They demand further that government 
warehouses be erected in convenient locali- 
ties where agricultural and other productB 
may be doposited, the producers on deposit- 
ing to receive in government Bcrip the value 
of tho products. Then, when any one wants 
anything he may come to the warehouse and 
exchange script for what ho desires. Thus 
the government becomes the solo Bhopkeoper 
as well as tho solo banker. 

Another little idea they have. That iB 
that a uniform tariff for tho shipment of 
freight to any part of the country, over the 
Government railway lines, bo adopted on the 
same principle as a uniform rato of postage. 
As two cents will carry a letter from here 
to New York so will tho same amount be re- 
quired to carry it from here to 
Seattle Acting on this the Popu- 
lists want it to cost so many 
cents or so many dollars to carry a specified 
amount of freight from one end of tho conti- 
nent to the other, or from one city to an 
adjoining one. This, they say, will do away 
wuh the cry of "over production." 



CIVIC SALARIES. 

To tii» Editor:— I wish to take up a 
little of your valuable spaco by a few re- 
marks on the reduction of civic salaries. 
On looking over tho list, I find that every 
employe uf tho corporation has been sub- 
jected to a reduction, with tho exception of 
the Chief Engineer of the Fire department. 
Whether tho Balury of the city officials 
should have been reduced, I will not, sir, 
assumo the power of determining. But 
this much I will venturo to i-p.aert, that 
there have been reductions made in somo of 
tho civic employes' salaries that should not 
have been made. I will lake, for example, 
that of tho foreman of tho waterworks, Mr. 
Priest, who practically in uud has been the 
water commissioner of 'his city. This gen- 
tloman, who has labored for the city in this 
capacity for the last twenty years, has, 
through good management and strict atten- 
tion to hia duties, saved i ho city thousands 
of dollars, as a praetica! man. I will say 
that the only work the city evor mado a 
success of by days' work was on the now 
water main under tho supervision of Thomas 
Priest. Ho is a man who is thoroughly 
acquainted with every hydrant in tho city, 
and everything in connection with the 
water works. Ho has to my personal 
knowledgo had to go in tho middle of tho 
night to repair thr, water main at tho 
Sianich road. This is a duly fur tho per- 
formance of which ho is likely to bo called 
out at any timo of tho night. Now, I wish 
to impress upon the minds of your readers 
that it is not through any friendly relations, 
or onything of tho kind, that T havo been 
actuated to write this letter. It is too bad 
that a man with tho ability and experience 
of Mr. Priest, who has practically all tho 
work of tho water commissioners toper- 
form and attend to. Bhould bo reduced from 
£100 per month to $90; it docs uotsiem fair 
and just. In conclusion I will say that had 
our wiso councillors used somo judgment 
and discretion in roducing civio BularioR, 
thero would certainly bo credit due them. I 
trust you will pardon mo for trespassing so 
far on your valuable paper. G. R. S.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 

New York Sto-k Market Quiet— Tun Great 
Ease In Money Itellectetl la Low- 
.Priced ShureB. 

New Yoiik, April 3.— The stock market 
to-day was very quiet and in the main pro 
fossional in character. Missouri Pucifio 
alone scrvod to relievo tho monotony, hav- 
ing risen nearly three points for the day. 
The transactions in the stock wero heavy, 
25,000 shareB being traded in. Tho im- 
provement waB attributed to tho better con- 
dition of business in the territory traversed 
by this oonipany, and to intimations that 
the queation of floating debts will be taken 
up at an early date. Tho groit ease in 
nnney, whioh is' perhaps beat illustrated in 
tho steady absorption of railway bonds, is 
now beirjg rtfk'cted in the low-pricod 
ohares of properties which have weathered 
tho financial flurry. The Grangers wore 
subjected to a raid which was intended to 
disturb "long" holdors.

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

Mr. Sword on Saturday evening addressed 
a meeting of tho electors of tho municipality 
of Burniby. Defining the position taken by 
the Independents, ho said that although 
they had considered it necessary to take an 
out-and-out Bland againBt tho Government, 
" they had not accepted Mr. Boaven as thoir 
leader, and had no intention of doing so 
after the election." In this Mr. Sword 
agrees with Mr. Tully Boyce. Mr. Boyco, 
it will bo romemberod, whon declaring 
his opposition to tho Goverment, wascarefu[ 
to givo his hearers to understand that ho 
did not acknowledge Mr. Boavon as his 
leader. Wo presume that Mr. Sword is 
also with Mr. Boyco and tho Columbian in 
taking the Union Hill programme as the 
platform of the Opposition party. Tho in- 
dications aro that the now Opposition 
havo agreed in adopting that "advanced 
programme which contains so many " ri 
forms " that aro to be worked up to. The 
repudiation of Mr. Heaven by Mr, Sword, 
Mr. Boyco and tho Columbian, as tho 
leader of the Opposition, cannot be acci- 
dental. There is an evident intention to 
crowd Mr. Beaven out of tho leadership and 
to choose a now leader, aa well Bfl to adopt 
new principles. 

Mr. Sword did not declare his adhesion 
to the Columbian's now advanced platform, 
but that may have beon either au oversight 
on the part of the roportor or a little politio 
reticonco on the part of Mr. Sword. It is 
juat possible that tho policy of silence may 
be regarded as tho moBt prudent with 
respect to tho Columbian's now platform. 

Tho adoption by tho organ of tho Inde- 
pendents of tho Union hall declaration and 
resolutions has not evoked a singlo comment 
from any member of tho Opposition or any 
of its organs. In a case of this kind it is 
quite fair to infer that eilenco moans con- 
sent. If tho resolutions carried at the 
Union hall mooting, and approved and re- 
commended by tho organ of the Independ- 
ents, wore opposed to tho principles and 
tho policy of tho men who really 
form tho Opposition, thero would havo been 
beforo this an emphatic protest from somo of 
them. Thoy would havo given tho publio 
to know in some way that they disapproved 
of tho course taken by the Columbian, which 
is known to give expression to tho views cn 
political mattors of Mr. Brown and other 
memborii of tho Opposition. Thoy have 
done nothing of tho kind, there- 
fore tho publio are warranted in 
coming to the conclusion that the Union 
Hall resolutions have been adoptod as tho 
platform of tho Opposition. This, taken in 
conjunction with the repudiation of Mr. 
Boaven aa loader, ahowB that tho Opposition 
has taken a new doparturo, and has deter- 
mined to act upon tho principles onunoiatod 
and to follow the polioy outlined in those 
roBolutiona. 

A PREJUDICE FAOBD. 

Dr. Bernardo, who has dovotod his lifo to 
rescuing friendlesa English boys from ruin, 
was naturally griovod and indignant at tho 
hard things that wero Baid by per- 
sons in authority in this country 
about tho lada he had sent to Can- 
ada. Thero is not unnaturally a preju- 



dice against the boys, who are commonly 
believed to be the children of vicious 
parents. It is supposed that they have in. 
heritod tendenoieB to evil, and thero is a 
disposition on the part of somo poople to 
attribute anything wrong, or Bupposed to bo 
wrong, that a Bernardo boy doeB, to hia 
peculiarly wioked nature. These pooplo are 
blind to the faot that the children of tho 
beat parontB often get into aorapeB and do 
what ia both foolish and wrong without 
boing sot down as criminals in grain. 

The accusations and reports to tho pre 
judico of his boys, caused Dr. Barnardo to 
institute an inquiry into the conduct of 
such of thorn as had emigrated to Canada 
Ho had tho materials at hand, for ho has on 
his rocords the name of every lad ho haB 
brought to Canndu, and how he has turned 
out. His conclusions ho has drawn up in 
tho form of a report, which ho haB for- 
wardod to tho Government of tho Dominion. 
The Canadian Gazette notices the report in 
tho following terms : 

Tho exhaustive roport which Dr. Bar- 
nardo haa made to tho Canadian Govern 
ment, and which we roproduco in another 
column, will, wo hopo, dispose ouco and for 
all of thoso vague slanders upon tho work 
of child emigration in which biassed oritica 
in Canada have at times indulged. It 
translates into facts and figures, opon to 
proof by all intolligont inquirers, tho assor 
tion that the young people sent t< 
Canada from tho Barnardo Homes aro 
" much moro free from crime, vico, general 
prolligacy, or vagrancy, than is the popula 
tiou of tho Dominion generally, or any par 
ticular section of it considered separately.' 
Out of the 6,128 young peoplo emigrated to 
Canada through Dr. Bernardo's agency dur 
ing the past twenty years, tho total number 
convicted of any otlenco against tho State iB 
Ufcy-two, or loss than ono per cent, of tho 
whole. Siimo of the offences wore so trivial 
that forty-ono out of theao fifty-two woro im 
mediately again placed in situations, somo 
of them ro-engagod by their former employ 
ers, and thoy have all douo well ever sinco 
while of tho remaining oleveu, five have 
croBscd to tho United States or returned to 
England. Thus the avorage percentago of 
convictions among Dr. B-irnardo's young 
emigrants is ,136, aB compared with tho gen 
oral Canadian percentago of . 7oo. 

But Ur, liarnardo ia not content with this 
disposal of the vague asacrtious of tho Bran 
don grand jury, which, by the way, wore 
based upon ono solitary caso in which — on a 
charge of common aBoault — a lad was Ben 
teuoed to ono month's imprisonment, Ho 
goes further, and Bhowa that besides thoso 
who have fallen under the hand of tho law 
the careers of sixty-six of his young emi 
grants havo failod to provo satisfactory, ow 
ing to hopelessly bad tempers, development 
of vicious tendencies, repeated acts of un- 
kindness, and such like ovidences of mental 
or moral disease. Out of these sixty-six no 
fewor than forty-aovon havo been brought 
back to England at tho expense of tho parent 
institution, and we lmagino that tho remain 
ing nineteen only Btay in Canada becaueo 
they are now beyond tho reach of the emi- 
grating agency. Can any other emigrating 
agency associated with any country bIiow 
such a record as that? Canadian journals 
did not hesitato to give the widest possible 
circulation to tho chargea of the Brandon 
jury and tho equally unsubstantiated sug 
gestions of tho Dominion Inspector of Peni- 
tentiaries. In common justice to Dr. Bar 
nardo's work, and to tho wholo cauae of 
child emigration, they will now, we may 
hope, givo equal currenoy to thia refutation, 



THE PACIFIC CARLE. 

Tho London TimcB haa hec imo an earneat 
advocato of tho proposed Canadian-Au3tral 
ian cable. It believoa that tho cablo will bo 
of very great advautago to Canada, but it is 
evident that it has been ind ucod to favor 
the project from considerations of its in 
portance from an Imperial point of viow. 

Tho queation of cost does not discourage 
tho Times in tho lenat. Tho nino millions 
of dollars, which it is necossary to raise, ia 
evidently, in its eyes, not by any means a 
hopelessly largo Eum. " Four por cent on 
£1,800,000, to tako the outeido figmo," it 
saya, " umountB to £72,000 por annum, a 
sum from which tho united purso bearers of 
tho British Empire need not recoil. It may 
be reduced by £20,000 a year if the differ 
ent governments go about tho work in an 
other way, and borrow tho capital on their 
own credit." 

Tho Times places a good deal of credit in 
Mr. Sattdford Fleming's calculations. It 
considers that there 1b a fair prospect of tho 
cable being self-sustaining, "at least," it 
says, " thero is no extravagant risk to bo 
faced, while, on the other hand, tho obj-:ct 
in view is ono for which a considerable risk 
might bo wisely incurred." It conaidora 
that the establishment of the steamship lino 
has opened tho way for the consideration of 
tho ocean cable project ; haB, in fact, mado 
it necessary. This is what it eays : 

Tho establishment of a lino of ateamors 
between Australia and Canada has dono 
much to fumiliarizs men's minds with tho 
idea of tolegruphio communication, and, in- 
deed, to impress thorn with a senso of its 
necessity for tho duo development of com- 
merce. Every cargo that is discharged at 
either end of tho lino will increase the de- 
sire for tolegraphio facilities, and every 
year will bring into groator prominenco the 
anomaly that two great English-speaking 
communities, forming part of tho samo 
empire, and only some seven or olght thou- 
sand miles apart, should bo obliged to carry 
on their business correspondence by a routo 
of moro than double that length, passing 
through London. It is significant of the 
strength of feeling already aroused on tho 
aubjoct that tho movement whioh has just 
borno fruit in tho doaiaio.i arrived at by the 
Intercolonial Postal Conference took defin- 
ito shupo in tho midst of tho financial and 
commercial difficulties with which Australiu 
has recently had to Btrugglo. 

This project cannot bo adequatoly dis- 
cussed without considering Imperial aB well 
as Canadian and Australian intoroBta. Every 
year inoroaBoa tho nocotsity for rapid com- 
munication with tho most distant parts of 
tho empire, but every year also ineroasos 
tho risk of interruption of existing linos of 
communication in tho event of war. 

Furthor on in tho article it says: 

But the advantago from an Imporbl 
standpoint is far greater and of a kind whioh 
money cannot mcaeuro, sinco wo are asaurod 
of our ability to reinforso either Australia 
or India notwithstanding ony temporary 
block occurlng upon tho exposed lino of 
communication through tho Mediterranean. 
The cable now in quostion is tho natural 
supplement to tho linea of atcamers and by 
degrecB it will bo rooognized aa indispens- 
able whothor for commercial or for Imporial 
purposoa. It la thoreforo clearly tho truo 



polioy of the country to join with Canada 
and Australia in tho efforts they aro moking 
to seonre a great Imperial benefit. 

A sohome whioh the London Times ad- 
vocates in this way ia certain to bo on the 
high road to auooeaa. The Canadian-Aua. 
tralian ocean cablo may bo therefore consid- 
ered almost an accomplished faot. 

A SERIOUS RUSINESS. 

The rofusal of tho militia to obey the 
command of Governor Tillman is the moBt 
Borious foaturo of tho South Carolina revolt. 
That refusal ia very natural. What tho 
South Carolinians have risen against—" tho 
last atraw which broko the camel'a back" — 
bo to Bpoak, waa the attempt of tho offioers 
of the law to soarch private housoa for con- 
cealed liquors. Tho peoplo woro indignant 
that thoir privacy should bo invuded in thia 
way for such a purpose, and holding tho 
sound Anglo-Saxon view that ovory man's 
houao is his oaBtlo, thoy considered them- 
aolvoa justified in reaiating what thoy bo- 
liovod to bo unjuatifiable tyranny, by phyal- 
oal forco. 

If Governor Tillman had beon a judicious 
man ho would not havo provoked revolt in 
this way. But ho Is not judicious. Like 
Governor Waito, of Colorado, and Gov- 
ernor Llowollyn, of Kansas, ho is a Popu- 
list, and peoplo aro now boing convinced of 
what wise men havo said long ago, that it is 
not safe to entrust domagoguos with power. 
The demagoguo in a position of authority is 
almost certain to provo an oxaotiog and un- 
reasonable tyrant. 

Governor Tillman, inBtead of exhorting 
his officers and tho volunteers, who aro will- 
ling to enforce tho liquor law, under him to 
endure almost any provocation beforo firing 
on an assemblage of citizens, oncouragod 
thorn to uso their riflea whon thoy woro ro. 
aiated. Ho said exullingly to a member of 
the press who asked if the forco which ho 
was about to send to tho scone of disturb- 
ance would shoot : " Will they Bhoot ? Well, 
you ought to havo hojrd thorn cheer when I 
told them to shoot." It is impossible to 
imagiuo a mau moro dungoroua to the peaco 
and welfare of a community than a Governor 
who talkB about shooting his fellow-citizens 
in this way. If a British magistrate or 
military officer were to encourage cheering 
ou the part of soldiers under auoh clrcum 
stances, hia commiasion would not be worth 
an hour's purchase. Nothing could more 
oloarly show how unfit he ia to occupy a po- 
aition of responsibility and authority in a 
time of civil disturbance. But they do 
theao thlnga differently in tho States.

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KOSSUTH'S OBSEQUIES. 



Hungary's Patriot Borne to the Grave 
Amid Deep Demonstrations 
of Sorrow. 

Remains Viewed By a Hundred and 
Fifty Thousand of His Fellow 
Countrymen. 



Bl'DA Pesth, April 2 — An immense 
crowd of peoplo from all parts of Hungary 
and many from Austria were in tho city 
yesterday. The great centre of attraction 
was the national museum, in which the 
body of Kossuth lay in state. At loast 
150,000 people of all classes viewed the 
remains. Several impressive incidents 
marked tho day. One was tho visit of a 
number of maidonu from Transylvania. 
Clad wholly in white, thoy deposited flow- 
era on tho casket. Tho visit of tho veteran 
Honved hussars also attracted much atten- 
tion. Five thousand inhabitants of Czegled, 
who walked in a body tho long distance 
from thero to Buda Pesth, seventy miles, in 
ardor to pay their last token of respect and 
lovo to tho great Hungarian, arrivod safely, 
and their visit to the ball was one of the 
notoworthy incidents of the day. The 
streets were thronged tho whole night by 
constantly arriving deputations. 

Tho funeral services were held in the ves- 
tibule of tho National museum ia the pres- 
ence of tho Lutheran bishops, members ol 
tho Hungarian diet and tho Hungarian mug 
nates. After the siDging of the national 
anthem, in which all present joined, Bishop 
Sarkany delivered an oration, in which he 
eloquently extolled tho patriotic services of 
Kossuth. Maurice Jokai, one of the loading 
Hungarian writers and a member of tho 
diet, followed, speaking on behalf of the 
lower house. Ho dwelt at length on the 
Belf-sacrifice KosBUth had made for his coun- 
try, concluding with a touching iarowell to 
tho dead patriot. His words moved many 
of his audience to tears. The burgomaster 
of Buda-Pesth said tho grave of Kossuth 
would become a placoof pilgrimage for Hun- 
garians, every ono of whom felt the doopest 
sympathy for his services. 

When tho funeral Borviees at tho niuBeum 
had been concluded, tho coilin was con- 
veyed to tho funeral oar, to which were at- 
tached eight horses covered with mourning 
carp»rison. In the procession woro twonty 
apeoial cirs, boarini* botween 2,000 and 
3 000 fnneral wreaths. Then followod GOO 
Honveda. All woro medals. Firemen forme - ! 
a guard on each aido. Tho j mrney occupied 
two hours, the streots through which tho 
procession passed being densely crowded. 
Not a window or a roof along tho route was 
unoccupied. Business, much of which 
is done in Buda Pesth on Sun- 
day was at a complete stand- 
still, all the business houses being closed. 
Everybody woro mourning. The members 



of a thousand deputations, carrying wreaths 
and banners, followed the Honveds. Aa 
tho proccsdon moved along choirs sang 
national airs and the Kossuth hymn. As 
tho procession passed the opera house 
thousauds of persons massed on the stops 
joined tho hymn. From tho opera houao 
on there was an intermittent rising of 
patriotio nones from tho populaco. Thero 
was no disorder. No police were visible 
anywhere along the route, except at tho 
crossings. 

The final ceremonies at the cemetery, 
though simple, were very impressive. Sev- 
eral speeches wero made by tho representa- 
tives of tho Independent party, and by 
Honveds, who served under Kossuth. After 
tho singing of a choral the coffin waa placed 
in a temporary vault. At thia moment a 
touching speotocle presented itself. Tho 
immense assemblage gathered outside tho 
cometery fell upon their knees and offered a 
ailont prayer. The ceremonies concluded, 
the crowd cjuickly disparaed. 

Tho Hungarian premier has roceived from 
Franz Kossuth a request for an audienco. 
This is taken as an indication of his dcairo 
to become reconciled to tho Government. 



DEATH OF THE BISHOP OF TREN- 
TON. 

Jlousignor O'Farrel, a Former Well-Known 
Priest of Montreal, Dead. 

Trenton, N. J„ April 3.— Bishop O'Far- 
rel, of Trenton, died suddenly yesterday. 
The deceased priest waa born in Limoriok, 
Ireland, in Djoomber. 1832, being ordained 
to tho priesthood to 1S55 Becoming a mem 
bor of the Sulpic-'au ordur, ho ontofed tho 
novi ialo in Paris ai d waa subsequently 
professor of dogmatic tht-olopy in tho col- 
lege of tho oi dor in th.»t ciiy. He subao- 
qu-iiitly emigrated 'O Canada and was ap- 
pointed a professor in Li Grande Som- 
inaire, Montreal, being also associated with 
the late Father D md, parish priest of St. 
Patrick's. Ho then left for tho United 
States, being niven ohargo of St. Patrick's 
church, New York. Ho was transferred to 
St. Peter's 18(39, and became pastor at 
Rondout in 1S72. Later ho roturned to St. 
Peter'a, and when tho diocese of Trenton 
was formed out of that of Newark in 1882 
ho was appointed to the new sco. Ho waa 
eloquent as a preacher and during hia par 
ish work endeared himself to his ;pooplo us a 
typical " Soggarth aroon."

For raising tho sum of §55,000 for Lighting 
purposes. 

Whereas, Tho present lighting system of 
tho City of Victor!* Is iasuillelont, it Is expedi- 
ent and necessary to construct and operate 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of tho 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with oloo- 
trie light, and for that purpose to raiao, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said cily, tho sum 
of $55,000 ; 

And WHEREAS, it will rcqulro tho sum of 
$2,835.33 to bo ralaed annually by rato for the 
payment of tho now debt and lntorest ; 

And Whereas, Tho wholo ratablo land and 
Improvements or real property of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to 
tho last roviscd nasoBsmont roll for tho year 
1803, Is $18,511,112; 

And Whereas, It will requiro an annual rato 
of 1C-1C0 of ono mill in tho dollar forpaylug auch 
nowdobtand Interest; 

Be it TnEREFORE Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows: 

Sec 1. It Bhall be lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upoa tho credit of tho eald Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturos horolnaftor montloned, from 
any person or porsons, body or bodies corpo" 
rato, who may bo willing to advanco tho samo 
as a loan, a sum of mocoy not oxeceding in tho 
wholo tho sum of 855,CtO curroncy (or Btorllng 
money, at tbo rato of 1.8C3 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cause all such sums so 
raised or recoived to bo paid Into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho Biid Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with tho object horelnboforo re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall be lawful for tho Bald Mayor 
to causo any number of debentures to bo made, 
oxecuted and Issued for such Bums aa may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
§55,000 olthor in currency (or storling money at 
tho rato of I.Sliii dollars to tho oro pound stor 
ling) as may bo required, each of tho said 
dobonturos being of tho amount of ?1,000 or ita 
sterling equivalent at the rato aforoaaid, and 
all such debentures Bhnll bo scalod with tho 
aoal of the Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Soc. 3. Tho said dobonturos shall bear dato 
tho 1st dsy of May, 18C4, and shall bo mado 
paynbloin fifty years from tho said dato at 
such plnco eithor in Great Britain, tho United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall havo 
attachod to them coupons for tho paymont of 
intorost, and the signntureB to tho interest 
coupons may bo ohhor written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See, 1. Tho Bald debenturea shall boar inter- 
est at tho rato of 11 per cent, por annum from 
the date thereof, which interest shall bo pay. 
ablo half-yoarly at such place, eithor in Great 
Britain, tho United Statea of America, or tho 
Dominion of Cannda, as may bo oppressed in 
tho debentures and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo the said debentures and tho Intorcat 
coupons, eithor or both, to bo mado payable at 
suoh plac, eithor in Great Britain, tho United 
States, or the Dominion of Canada, as may bo 
desired. 

Soc. C. For tho purpose of raising annually a 
certain specific sum lor tho payment of tho in- 
terest on tho aiid dobonturos during their cur- 
rency, thero shall be raised annually tbo sum 
of $2,175, and for tho purposo of raising 
annually a certain specific sum for tho pay- 
mont of tho debt at maturity, thoro Bhnll bo 
raised annually tho sum of $300.38. 

Soo. 7. For tho purposo of paymont of tbo 
said sums in tho next preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thoro shall ho raised and lovled in 
oacb year aerate of 1G-1P0 of ono mill in tho 
dollar on nil tho ratablo land or Improve- 
ments or real property in tho Municipality of 
tho Bald corpiratlon of tho City of Victoria 
during tho continuance of tho said debentures 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. Thar, it Bhall bo lawful for tho Bald 
Municipal Council from tlmo to time to pur- 
chase any of tho said debentures, and such 
dobontures shall bo so exprossod as to entitlo 
the Bald Council to redeem and purcbaso tho 
same on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
interest duo thereon at tho dato of such pur- 
chase, to tho holdo- or holders thereof, at any 
tlmo after twenty-five yenrs from tho dato of 
issuance of the said debenturea. 

Src 9. This by-law shall, beforo tho final 
P'SBr.go thereof, recelvo tho assent of tho 
electors of tho said Corporation In Lho manner 
provided for in tho Municipal Act, 1892, and 
amendments thereto, and shall tako effect on 
tho 1st day of May, 1S91. 

Sec. 10. This By-Law may bo cited for all 
purposes as tho "Electric Lighting By-Law, 
1891." 

Passed tho Municipal Council tho 2nd o." 
March, 189J, 

Received tho assent of lho electors on tbo 
20th day of March, 1891. 

Reconsidered, adopted nnd finally passed by 
tho Council tho 27th day of Ma-ch, 1591.

And Whereas. Thomas Sinclair Goro is tho

Avenuo as aforosaid, and it is proposod that ho 
should convoy tho Bamc to tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria, in exchango for tho con- 
voyanco to him from tho said City of Victoiia 
o( tbo said portion of Oak Bay Avenuo, before 
doscribod ; 

And Whereas, Undor nnd by virtuo of sub 
section (1331 of Bcctlon 101 of the "Municipal 
Act, 1892," tho Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria Is authorized to make by- 
laws to dispose of a ublic streot or highway 
or any poition tho eof, whoncvor deemed 
necessary, in oxchnngo for adjacent or conti 
guoua lands expropriated for tho purposo of 
improving, widening, Btraightoning or divert- 
ing any public streot or highway, and to exb- 
cuto doeds for property so exchanged ; 

TnEREFORE tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts as 
follows, 

Sec. 1. Tho Oak Bay Avenuo Exchango By 
law iB horoby repenlod and tho following by- 
law Is substituted thorofor : 

Sec. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
to dlsposo ot and convey to Thomas Sinclair 
Goro so much of tho publlo utroot known as 
Oak Bay Avenuo. commonclng from Its inter- 
sect ion with Cadboro Bay Road, as lies to the 
south of a lino drawn parallel with tho north- 
ern boundary lino of lot 2, Bectlon 75, Victoria 
DlBtrict, at a distanco of 10 feet there- 
from, which said portion of Oak Bay 
Avonuo intended to bo disposed of Is 
bounded on tho southwcBt by tho north 
cast boundary lino of lot 1, soctlon 75; on tho 
northwest by tho Cadboro Bay Road; on tho 
north-oast partly by tho southorn boundary of 
tho said lot 2, nnd partly by tho aforesaid line 
drawn parallel to tho north boundary lino of 
said lot 2; and on tho south by a lino drawn In 
continuation of and parallol with tho southern 
boundary lines of lota 1 and 31, Bcctlon 75 
aforosaid. 

Sec. 3. Fo much of th ) said lot 2, section 75' 
Victoria District, as lies to tbo north of tho 
said line drawn parallel to tho northerly bound- 
ary lino of tho said lot and distant therefrom 
10 feet, Is horeby expropriated for tho purposo 
of improving Oak Bay Avenue, a public street 
within tho City of Victoria. 

Sec, 1. It shall bo lawful (or the Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria to accept in exchango 
for so much of Oak Bay Avenuo as is described 
in and by section 1 of this by-law, a conveyance 
from Thomas Sinclair Goro of eo much of said 
lot 2, section 75, Victoria District, aa is describ- 
ed in and by section 2 of this by-law. 

Seo. 5. That for.the purposo of affecting tho 
said oxchange it shall bo lawful for tho Corpor- 
ation of tho Cily of Victoria by tho Mayor, to 
oxecute a conveyance to tho said Thomas Sin- 
clair Goro of tho s^id portion of Oak Bay 
Avonuo montloned in clause I, upon tho re- 
ceipt of a proper conveyance from tho said 
Thomas Sinclair Goro to the said Corporation 
of tho eaid portion of lot 2, section 73, beforo 
mentioned, 

Sec. C. This byliw shall bo known as "Tho 
Oak Bay Avonuo Exchango By-law Amend- 
ment By-law."

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fourth Session of the Sixth Parliament. 

FORTY-SEVENTH DAY. 

Tuesday, April 3, 1894, 
The Speaker took the ohair at 2 p.m. 
Hon. Mb. Beaven presented a petition 
from R. T. Williams respecting the binding 
of the provincial statutea. Received. 

The report from committee of supply, on 
the supplementary estimates, was udopted. 

SUCCESSION DUTIES. 

Dn Milne moved the second rending of 
his amendment to tho succession duties bill, 
to exempt all estates of not more than S10,- 
■000 value, instead of ?5,000 as proposed. Ho 
argued that as this is done in Ontario it 
should be done hero. 

Hon. Mr. TUBNKB pointed out that the 
bill now boforo the house is already more 
liberal than tho Ontario act, which imposes 
a tax of 2i per cent, on noar relatives and 
10 per cent, on others, whilo the rate pro- 
posed here is only 1 per cont. on alt above 
55,000, up to which amount btqucsts go 
free. Any porson for instance, to whom 
§11,000 is loft in this province has to pay 
only SGO, whilo in Ontario ho would have to 
pay $100. 

The amendment was lost, only Messrs. 
Milne, Boaven, Semliu and Grant voliDg for 
it. 

Another amendment by Dr. Miluo to ex- 
empt property passing to a near rolative, up 
to 8100,000 in placo of §25,000 as propoaod, 
alBO was lost on division. 

Bill read a third time and passed, 

NAKUSP AND SLOCAN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven resumed the debate 
upon the motion for tho second reading of 
tho bill to uuthorizn tho guarantee in aid of 
tho Naknsp & Slocan railway. Ho said tho 
Attorney-General had argued that the coat 
to tho province for this proposed guarantee 
of principal and interest is less than would 
have been the cost authorized by a former 
hill for guarantee of interest alone, and in 
figuring tho liability now to bo incurred had 
stated the cost, at $17,500 por mile, as 
$0-17,500. From this he had deducted— 
why, Mr. Beaven failed to see— tho amount 
of the Dominion subsidy, $118,400, leaving 
$520,100 to be provided, which at 4 per 
cent, for interest and 2 per cont. for sinking 
fund would involvo an annual ohargo of 
$31, 740, which the Attorney-General had 
held to be less than the previously author- 
ed liability under a gunrantoo of interest 
only, which would have como to about $3S,- 
OOO'ayear. But tho fallacy of this argu- 
ment was that tho govornment were never 
authorized to give a guarantee even of the 
intorest to tho amount of $25,000 a mile, 
but only of tho amount — not to exceed that 
total— represented by the actual cost of the 
road, after construction and equipment, 
which he maintained would have been much 
less ; and ho held that had tho government 
secured ihemsolves by tho execution 
of tho bonds called for by tho act 
they, could havo escaped payment of inter- 
est altogether by coming upon tho bond 
holders for it. Tho statute authorizing a 
guarantee was not to go into force until pro- 
claimed ; but it appeared that all tho agree- 
ments quoted had been made without the 
act being proclaimed. It was also provided 
that an order in council Bhould bo passed 
before any agreement could bo entered into 
under the act, but there appeared to bo no 
Buch order in council in existence. Ho 
therefore held that there is no legal founda- 
tion whatever for tho agreement which the 
legislature is now asked to ratify. One can- 
not rise from the perusal of these pipers 
without asking himself the question, why 
Bhould not the province own this road if it 
has to find the money to build it ? Ho thought 
it must bo apparent that the interests 
of tho company wore of more importance to 
tho executive than were tho interests of the 
province. A peculiar feature is that tho 
Lieutenant-Governor of tho province had 
not exercised his right to say whether or 
not an order in council should is6uo before 
this transaction was entered into, and that 
without this authority the ministers had 
made thisarrangementas privatoindividuala. 
Tho act gave the minister of financoauthority 
to endorse tho bonds only when thoy were 
sold and tho money placed in his hands, 
and this waB the only condition upon which 
he could legally endorso them before the 
completion of the work. He asked what is 
the sense of an act of parliament if it is to 
be thus ignored. Ho held that tho transac- 
tion had been illegal from beginning to end. 
Ho dwelt upon the assertion that tho 
original estimate of tho cost of tho work 
was $15,200 per mile, and that even adding 
the 15 per cont. mentioned for incidental 
expenses, the total cost would only be $17,- 
500 per mile. Ho asked why this province 
should guarantee the bonds of any private 
company, and hold that it shows colossal 
cheek for the members of the government to 
come before tho legislature with Euch a pro- 
position. Ho would like to know why the 
ministers should concern themselves about 
the prico at which tho bonds would sell. 
Thoy are paid handsomo salaries by the 
provinco to look after tho provincial busi- 
ness, but he did not know that 
they are paid handsomo salaries 
by this railway company to look 
after their interests as well. In brief, 
the speech of tho Attorney General, which 
has been circulated, is a condemnation of 
tho legialaturo and of *ho government which 
placed tho condemned railway aid act be- 
foro tho house. Another thing is that the 
government propose to pay, under certain 
circumBtanceB, $59,200 for less than a con- 
trolling interest in the road which the 
provinco has built, He thought tho whole 
thing a piece of colossal cheek, as he had 
said hi lore, and worse than if a minister 
had put his hand into tho treasury when it 
had something in it, and then, walking 
down tho road with hia pockota full, had 
boldly told cvoryono that ho had looted tho 
treasury. (Laughter.) The agreement 
■which tho houso authorized was that tho 
roud should bo built and equipped in return 
for a guaranteo not to oxceed $25,000 a 
mile, but it is found that tho Canadian Pa- 
cific railway are equipping tho road, and 
they are equipping it with old rails too. 

Hon. Mr, Davie — Do you call that 
equipping it? (L»ughtor. ) 

Hon. Mr Beaven continued that they 
are putting old rails thcro, anyhow, and ho 
wanted to know if it is the duty of tho gov- 
ernment to look after tho interests of tho C. 
P. R. and the Nftkusp & Slocan company 
only, in allowing thia to bo done. Ho hold 
that tho government havo neglected 
tholr duties and exceeded their powers; that 
tho expenditure asked to bo aulhorized 
means a liability of $40,000 a year to ho mot 
by the province; and that tho agreemont to 
bo ratifiod by the legislature is only in the 
intorest of the men comprising tho Nakusp 
& Slocan company. He thought if there is 
anything to be mado out of tho railway it 
should be mado by tho provinco, whoso peo- 
plo havo to tako all tho risk. He would 
certainly vote ogainst the second reading of 
tho bill. 

Mr Sword thought tho couutiy would 
endorso tho urgument of tho loader of tho 
opposition that tho government have in this 
connection excoeded tho powers conforred 
upon them. Ho read from tho romarks of 
tho loader of tho government in introducing 
the railway aid measure of 1893, In which 
ho had promisod to tuko precautions that 
appear not to have been taken. Ho criti- 



cised the contention in the speech mado by 
the Attorney-General in introducing this 
bill, that thiB road is ono of great urgency 
because it will secure for British Columbia 
the trade of the Kooteuay country, and he 
held that it would have been more in the in- 
terest of thab country to open tho lino be- 
tween Slocan and Kaslo than, as had been 
done, to open this lino between Slocan and 
Nakusp. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Why didn't you say 
that laBt year? 

Mr, Sword replied that tho bill was 
brought down so late last year that there 
was not time to consider it properly, but at 
all events it is not his actions but those of 
the Attorney-General whioh aro now in 
question. Ho took exception to tho com- 
parison made with the Victoria & Sydney 
railway, holding that tho circumstances are 
all in favor of Nakusp and Slooan from a 
dividend paying standpoint, and that the 
bonds of thia company ought to have soid at 
a highor figure than those of the Victoria & 
Sidney company. The sworn statement 
mado by the secretary of the Nakusp 3c Slo- 
can company in tho Iaat papora submitted 
Bhow that thoy roceivod ono offor to con- 
struct tho road for $20,000 in bonds per 
mile, and whilo it is true that this offer was 
immediately withdrawn it must havo been 
put in after calculation of tho cost, which in 
these papers is nowhoro figured at more than 
$18 200 per mile. Though the company re- 
ceived only ono regular tonder, thoy do not 
appear to havo taken tho usual courao of 
calling for tenders over again, but immed- 
iately proceeded to award tho contract to 
this ono tenderer on a modified 
baBis. He pointed out that tho 
construction company aro, for the prico per 
mile agroed upon, not only to build the 
road, but also to repay to tho railway com- 
pany all tho expenses of tho promotion of 
tho enterprise. Ho held that the moro the 
case is looked into the worse it appears, us 
tho province ia to Btand any loss that may 
occur, whilo tho profit is to go to the com- 
pany. Ho askod would any privato oon- 
corn, would R. P. Rithet & Co. , for instance, 
think of guaranteeing any enterprise if they 
were not to receive the profita arising out 
of it. 

Hon. Mr TURNER said ho hud remarked 
the groat difficulty experienced by tho 
leader of the opposition in attempting to 
show that something wrong had been done 
in this matter, and that ho had to fall back 
constantly upon such statements as that 
agreements had been signed on tho wrong 
day, or that bonds had been de- 
posited at tho wrong time, or some- 
thing of that sort. His asaertion 
that the government had illegally paid in- 
terest during construction was araA-ered by 
his own statement that the sum of $118,400 
had boon deposited to the credit of the pro- 
vince, forming a most substantial socurity, 
which with the 40 per cont. of tho gross 
earnings to bo paid over by the C.P.R. will 
be amplo security against any losa on ac- 
count of this guurantee. So far from taking 
the risk without any advantago, if the pro- 
vinco is called upon to pay on thiB guarantee 
it will at tho end of tho timo certainly havo 
what ought to prove a profitable road without 
having tho expense of working it all theeo 
years. In the moantime tho people havo 
also had tho profit to tho province of tho 
operation of thia important lino. Tho prin- 
ciple is exactly the sumo as that on which 
maBy firms on thia coast endorse the paper 
of smaller concerns to carry them along, and 
have no share of tho profit beyond tho 2i 
per cent, commission charged, while the 
profit of tho individual whuse paper is en- 
dorsed, and who likely has no capital, is 
often enormous. Tho largo firms for the 
con-mission mentioned are quito willing to 
endorse tho undertakings of people in whoae 
industry and integrity they have 
confidence. Tho leader of tho opposition 
had at one time been much more 
liberal than this government had been in 
the transaction now beforo the house, for 
ho had proposed to give away the greater 
part of tho island to a company who were to 
construct a railway, but who, unfortu- 
nately, wore not able to enter upon tho 
work. Ho regretted to see that tho leader 
of tho opposition iiud again in this caso to 
fall back upon insinuation, for ho said that 
ho did not know that tho members of tho 
government aro not being paid handsome 
BalarieB by the Nakusp & Slccau company. 
" He did not know," Mr. Heaven said, and 
of course this is strictly correct in one 
sense, though in another that hon. jjtntle- 
man docs know, and knows perfectly well, 
that tho members of tho government do not 
receivo handsomo salaries or anything at all 
from the company. The insinuation was 
made to bo printed and to givo a false im- 
pression that something ia tho oaBO which ho 
dares not charge in this house. He (Mr. 
Turner) might just as well state that ho 
does not know that the leader of tho opposi- 
tion is not quietly receiving a handsomo 
salary from some one opposed to this rail- 
way, for all know how quiet tho 
hon. gentleman is in all his operations, and 
it might juBt bb well bo that ho is receiving 
pay to opposo these enterprises, as that any 
member of the government Bhould be re- 
ceiving it for promoting them. Applied 
thus to himself, Mr. Beaven would realize 
how unfair it is to make such insinuations, 
He Bhowed that the provinco under this 
plan is amply Becurod, for if tho government 
pay the bonds thuy becomo the bondholders 
auel have a first ohargo upon the railroad 
until they are paid for [their outlay. Ho 
held that the provinco ia receiving substan- 
tial advantage from tho railway construc- 
tion whioh haB been carried on in conso- 
quenco of tho assistance granted under tho 
railway aid act, and instanced the Shuswap 
& Okanogan railway, tho low rates of whioh, 
in consequence of tlie contract mado by tho 
government, are of tho greatest advantago 
in tho settlement of that countiy. Mr. 
Sword appeared to think it strange that tho 
conatruction company had to inuko a largo 
deposit, but he ought to know that this is 
tho caso in contracts for large worka of all 
kinds, and especially in railway construc- 
tion. 

Mr, BROWN said tho opposition aro in tho 
vory difficult position that they do not know 
that if thoy voto for what may bo a achemo 
of somo advantago to tho country it may not 
bo also for tho greater advantago of some 
piivate banking accounts. Ho thought tho 
government might better havo gone ahead 
with tho Chilliwack railway, than this Nuk- 
UBp and Slocan enterprise, and askod why 
tho leader of tho govornment has not kept 
tho promisoho mado to tho peoplo of Chilli- 
wuck luBt year, wh«n ho told them tho gov- 
ernment had not gone ahead with tho Chil- 
liwack road in the manner proposed booauso 
thoy had a much hotter achemu to bo laid 
boforo tho legislature when it next mot. Ho 
asked why the bettor sohemo haa not been 
brought down. Tho Attornoy-Gonoral ap- 
pears, from his sprech on this bill, to havo 
arranged all tho contracts botween tho sev- 
eral companies horo concerned, and this 
prompts tho question, where wero tho mem- 
bers of the Nakusp it Slocan company all 
this timo, that their business had to bo done 
for thorn by the Attornoy-Gonoral, who ap- 
peared to have moved tho NakuBp & Slooan 
and tho C.P.R- company and Mr. Van 
Horno like pieoes on a ohesa board. He 
would like to know whore tho Nakuap& 
Slocan company c»mo in if thoy 
ore not their own contractors, though he 
admitted that this point was in part mado 
cloir by tho last paporB brought down, from 



whioh it appears that the construction com- 
pany are to indemnify the railway company 
for all the expenses incurred. He deolared 
that he had good authority that tho road 
cannot ooab within $4,000 or S5.C00 of the 
amount guaranteed, thus leaving a margin 
for boodle to thia amount on tho extent of 
tho whole 37 miles of the road. He asked 
what must bo said in the faco of these 
facts. 

Hon. Mr, Davie— Why don't you say 
what you have to say ? 

Mr. Brown continued that the facts 
brought out certainly Bhow thab somoono 
must ba making a pretty good thing out of 
this, and that the government havo been 
certainly noglootful of their duty. Ho hold 
that if thia road ie a necessity and had to 
bo built at the) oxpenao of Iho country, the 
government Bhould have borrowed the 
money at 3 or 3J per cont., and built and 
owned and controlled tho road themselves. 

Hon. Mr Vernon said after listening ai- 
tentively to the remarks of tho hon. gentle- 
men opposite, ho found that almost every 
objection they had brought forward had 
been oompletly answered in advanco in the 
speech of tho Attorney- General. Ho thought 
It indisputable that when tho govornment 
took power to aBsist the Nakusp, the Nicola 
and the Chilliwack railways, there was no 
objection on tho part of tho hon. gontlomen 
opposite, and there cortainly was no divi- 
sion. Tho polioy, whether bad or good, re- 
ceived tho approval of tho houso. The Slo- 
can road was considered a matter of 
urgent necessity, in order that the ores 
being taken out might bo brought down to 
tho coast. H»d tho government proclaimed 
theaot as authorized Iaat session ho thought 
nothing could have been Baid about it, but 
beoauso they had thought fit to make a 
bettor birgain when thoy saw anopportuuity 
to do so, thoy aro attacked in tho houso 
with suggestions of all kinds of 
direct and indireot advantage to 
themselves. Thoy had not departod from 
the terms of tho act without tuking expert 
financial advice, and thoy came to the con- 
clusion that they would not bo acting in tho 
interests of tho provinco wero thoy to allow 
any moro of tho ovidently undeaiable rail- 
way bouds, guaranteed by the government 
as to iutorcat only, to bo put in circulation. 
Hut it was advisable to have the rood built, 
amongst other things becauss tho C. P. R. 
had Baid that if the government would se- 
cure the construction of thia line they would 
build a branch for tho thirty miles from 
RevolBtoko to Arrow Lako, but that if the 
NakuBp &, Slocan wero not built they would 
not go on with their line. An hon. member 
had disputed tho urgency for this line. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — Who said that? 

Hon. Mr Vernon roplied that ho under- 
stood that Mr. Sword had aaid so ; if ho had 
not then it would bo unnecceasary to go into 
tho point. He might show, briefly, how- 
over, that by giving railway facilities for 
bringing tho silver-bearing ores of tho Slo- 
can down to tho Eea larger markotB would 
bo opened to thorn, for tho cost of shipping 
by sea from Vancouver to Swan- 
sea round tho Horn iB little 
moro than the cost of sending 
to tho smeltera in tho United States, and 
the smaller coat of smelting in Wales more 
than otlaets the difference in coat of freight. 
The members for Vancouver will no doubt 
appreciate tho advantage to their city from 
the shipping which would thus bo created. 
It ia likely too that in time a smelter will 
bo ereoted in Vancouver, for it is well 
known that smelters can bo moat advanteg- 
ooua'y operated in largo centres of popula- 
tion. As ho had aaid before, he had listened 
intontly to hear what aro tho real grounds 
of objection on tho part of tho opposition, 
and tho only member he had heard making 
a frank statement was Mr. Brown, who said 
that he had information that tho road would 
cost $4,000 or $5,000 less than tho amount 
guaranteed, and that either this money haB 



gone into tho hands of the members of tho 
government or their frionds, or else that tho 
government have b en dsnsoly ignorant or 
neglectful of their duties. No doubt tho 
s»me thing was in the mind of the hon. 
loader of tho opposition when ho remarked 
that ho did not know if the mem- 
bers of the government are paid 
hadsomo salaries by tho Nakusp & Slooan 
company. He rather thought this remurk 
was made jocularly, but oven jocularly 
mado it was apt to leave a bad impression, 
and ho could not make himself too clear in 
formally giving tho ohurge or insinuation 
tho most emphatic denial. 

It being nearly six o'olook Hon. Mr. Ver- 
non deferred tho rest of his remarks until 
after recess. 

ATlcr Ileccss. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon resumed hia addreEB. 
Taking up tho subject of tho Shuswap & 
Okanagan railway, to whioh reference had 
boon made, ho Baid it must bo admitted thac 
tho govornmont had probably guaranteed in- 
torest on moro than tho road cost, bub it 
must bo admitted alBo that tho lino had 
been instrumental in bringing about a vast 
amount of good to tho provinco as a whole. 
It h id been said that if tho govornment aro 
to aBsist in tho building of thoso roada they 
might as woll own them at once, but there 
is a groat diffaronco betn eou building and 
oporating a road. To hia mind tho only 
question to consider now is whether or 
not tho amount gu»iranLced for tho Naku.'p 
& Slooan lino h\a been too much — 
and it must bo remembered that there is no 
question aa to the quality of tho construc- 
tion work put upon it. The so called old 
rails put upon it wero almost as good aa 
now, and nearly all tho branches leased by 
tho C.P.R. had been laid with rails tukeu 
off that lino aB thcro had beon occasion to 
repluco them with hoavior ones, which en- 
ablo them to got the desired speed on steep 
gradea. They therefore make thia matter of 
using their own raila a stipulation in every 
loaso of thia kind exeeuttil. Tho Nakusp & 
Slocan company got no advantage in price 
by UBing theso rails, but thoy did get an 
advantage in securing them at onco, in 
placo of having to wait tho several 
months which it would have taken to sccuro 
other rails from England. Tho members of 
tho opposition took credit, in languago po- 
ouliar to that side of tho houso, for having 
as thoy said " squeezed " certain informa- 
tion from tho government; but ho did not 
think this self congratulation ia called for. 
They asked for certuin information and got 
it; they asked for additional faots, and these 
were laid beforo them ; and then they de- 
manded still further information not in the 
possession of the government. And this 
tho government had gone to considerable 
trouble to procuro, and had laid it 
beforo them, so that everything that 
could be desirod has been laid boforo 
tho house. Ho did not think it right or 
proper thoreforeaf tor this discussion has so 
ofton beon postponed at tho rcqueat of tho 
opposition, that now. in tho closing hours 
of tho Bcssion, they should stato that the 
facta havo been held back from them. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven— Why didu'tyou bring 
it down at tho beginning of the session? 
Continued on vane Eight.

Hon. Mr Viirnon replied that it is cus- 
tomary in every parliomentary assembly to 
allow the government to conduct their busi- 
ness in their own way, and it was becauBO 
this eovernmeut saw no reason why they 
should not Hubmit these papera at the time 
moss convenient that they had followed 
the ouiao takon in this matter. 
The oppobition appeared to havo gone en- 
tirely upon tho banis that thoro must be 
something wrong, and had dealt in nothing 
but inueudo and insinuation. The Bworn 
declarations wliioh had been brought down 
that this ia a first-class road, which would 
properly coat all that has been paid for it, 
ought to satisfy the houao and tho publio 
outside of it, who, ho thought, would pro- 
for to believe the sworn atatomonta of the 
engineers appearing in tho papers brought 
down rather than that of an irreaponsible 
man — though a member of the 
legislature — who deolurcd, as Mr. 
Brown had, that the road could 
bo built for £1,000 or 85,000 per milo less 
than bad been paid. Ho thought it highly 
uubeooming in any member to make such a 
Btatemont without a shadow of proof, and 
without stating his authority, so that the 
houao could form their own opinion aa to 
tho roliauco to bo placed upon tho catimato. 
It is quite truo that Mr. Duohcanay s-mt to 
Mr. Van Hnrno an estimate of jf 15,200 »8 
tho coat of constructing tho road, but that 
waa on tho BBiumption that it waa to be 
built hy his own company at no Bpccial 
coat for rolling stock or transportation, 
which tho company could themselves 
furnifb ; ai d tho Bubaequent statements of 
the responsible ergineers aa to this fact and 
as tn what is a proper estimate for buildiog 
the road by any outside contractor Bhould 
tin tho tongues of tho gentlemen opposite 
uud prevent thorn from repeal log what aro 
probably the idle invention, of disappointed 
contracture To assist publio worka Buch ao 
railways is tho policy of every governmont 
in the world, and iu tome caBes to a greater 
extent thau tho Nakusp road is proposed to 
bo assisted ; for tho comp&ny interested in 
it have bo-o^m themaelvea responsible for 
a large sum. The principle is admittedly 
right, and all that has to bo determined now 
is whether or not tho government have guar- 
anteed too much, or more than under the 
pressing circumatances tho road c*n bo 
built for. IC scorned very extraordinary 
that Mr. Brown, while so anxious to con 
derr.n the Nakusp road, should bo bo anxioua 
also to apply the samo principlo to tho 
Chilliwack road, because ho has an interest 
there; and that gentleman had admitted 
that bo felt a diffidence in dealing with the 
matter. The only exouso ho could make for 
his course was that, from tho information 
he had obtained, it seemed that tho 
road had cost more than it ought 
to have cost. Tho burden of tho speech of 
tho leader of the opposition was that tho 
government had exceeded thoir authority, 
but if this argument prevailed, and the 
houao refuaed to accede to the present guar- 
antee, then the government will simply have 
to proceed on the baaia of the legislation of 
last year, and guarantee tho interest on 
bonds which will have to bo sucriBced for 
want of a guarantee of tho principal. Ho 
thought ha had fully anBwered the com- 
plaints made by the hon. gentlemen opposito 
— ho had in ao far as ho understood 
tho drift of their remarks, and ho 
hoped that now, after tho govern- 
ment had gone ao far out of their 
way to make this matter perfectly plain, 
they would support tho second roading 
of this bill. If they do not then it will bo 
clear that they are actuated by something 
else than a desire for tho welfuro of the pro- 
vince; and that the intention of thoir insin- 
uations and iuuendoos is merely to create a 
wroDg impression which may aid them in 
tho coming elections. (Applause.) 

Mr. Brown, in explanation, denied that 
ho had advocated for the Chilliwuck road 
what ho condemned in tho Nukusp railway, 
and held that he had been careful to neither 
advocate nor condemn anything. Ho had 
merely compared tho hasto with wl ijh tho 
one road had been taken up, with the neg- 
lect to do anything in the caao of the other. 

Mr. Cotton reviewed tho faots as thoy 
appear in tho paperB presentod, and contend- 
ed that they Bhow a want of caro on the part 
of the government in making tho arrange 
ments. He hold that the eatimato of §15,- 
iiOO por milo made by Engineer Duohcanay, 
for tho C.P.R., ia moro likely to bo abovo 
than bolow the m3rk, because if a8 Btated 
the enaineer supposed tho road was to b<> 
built by his own company ho would be very 
Euro that it would not bo opt to coot them 
moro than his estimate, as otherwise ho 
would loeo his position. Tho fact that the 
Neskusp & Slocan company got noaatisfactory 
tenders for building tho road ho considered 
duo to the extraordinary provisions iu tho 
specifications, ono of wlvch waa tho t< quire- 
ment r.t a deposit tf the immense fiUm ol 
$118,000, something quite beyond the 
ability of an ordinary contractor. If, when 
tho government had docided to guarantee 
tho principal, now tenders had been called 
for, tho restiH might have been quite differ- 
cut, for tho immutiBO depoait would, under 
the naw arrangoment, not bo required. It 
would he notio.d that tho man who fire t 
tendered at tho rato of $125,000 per mile in 
bonds with only the intoreab guaranteed, 
afterwards took the contruct at $18,2U0 
ca8h, and there ia no reaaon to believe that 
tho other who tendered at $20,000 
in bondB, if now tenders had been 
called for would not have made 
a Bimilar reduction. Ho thought the 
government had shown groat laxity in not 
looking moro cloeoly into the mutter of tho 
tenders. Ho argued that because tho con- 
tractors put up $118,000, which ho will not 
got back unless tho Dominion aubsidy ia 
paid, thoy muat protect themselves against 
the loaa oi that amount by adding it to tiieir 
tender ; and that about §90,000 would have 
boon saved by calling for now tenders and 
giving tho loweat of tho first batoh a ohanco 
to put in a bid ; and adding thoBe two 
amounts, ho declared that had tho govern- 
ment taken proper prec»utiona upwards of 
$200,000 might thus havo been saved. 
(Derisivo luughter ) Ho contended that 
tho proposed sinking fund of 2 per cont. 
would not bo sufficient to wipo out tho 
liability with reapect to tho principal in 
twenty fivo years. Also that tho governmont 
had not properly considered what will bo tho 
oondltion of tho lino whon tho C P.R. leaBo 
oxpireB at tho end of twenly-fivo years, by 
whioh timo ho thought thcro will bo nothing 
left but a lot ot rotton sleepers. He hold 
that when tho government ascertained tho 
position of tho company thoy should have 
taken tho onterpriso out of thoir hands and 
mudo a direct contruct for tho construction, 
payablo in oash, Ho figured that rails 
might havo been had at $.'12 per ton while 
tho government had allowed tho company 
to bo paid at tho rato of $10. As to tho 
policy of this method of subsidizing rail- 
ways, ho did not think membora on either 
aide of tho houao bad properly considered 
tho subject, and ho argued that if roadB aro 
to be subsidized nsinthio Instance tho gov- 
ernment may just as well own thorn, us tho 
company havopraotioally no thing in them but 
simply tako tho profit if tho eohomes turn 
out well, whilo if thoy turn out badly Iho 
provinco standa tho loss. In tho present in- 
stance if things go woll the company will 
got $118,000, and in their magnanimity thoy 



aro willing to let tho government have a 49 
per cent, interest if thoy will pay $59,000. 
Whether or not tho house piEsea this bill, if 
H enters upon a policy of subsidising or 
building railways the membera muat remem- 
ber tout this entails a monopoly i f the sys- 
tem, tn protect tho provinco ogiinst oppo- 
eition linos which will prevent, thoBO built 
at tho public expemto from becoming profit- 
able. He did not agreo with tho railway 
policy of tho government, if they have ono 
as tho Premif-r so often stated during hiB 
stumping tour iu the receaa. Tho idtu run- 
ning througli all his remarks seemed to be that 
aomo company muat get wealthy out of the 
building of these railways. It did not aeom 
to Btrike him tint if tho province is to find 
all the money it should get, all thu gain. Ho 
hold that in tho matter beforo tho houao the 
government haa neither aotod prudently nor 
iu tho best interests of tho province, and 
therefore ho would vote ugainBt tho Beoond 
reading of tho bill. 

Mu. HALL thought a question of thia 
kind Bhould bo discussed without such 
wretched insinuations against tho motives 
of the membora of the government and their 
supporters. 

Mr Grant said ho thought that taking 
tho wholo facta into consideration tho ar- 
rangement now under discussion is moro in 
tho interest of economy than that firat sanc- 
tioned, and that the saving to tho province 
is practically tho difforenco bstweon $17,500 
and $25,000 per mile. A groat deul had 
been rnado of the offer to build tho road for 
$20,000 in bonds, but ho had information 
that tho expeotatioo of that londerer was 
that ho would bo paid in cash, and that im- 
mediately ho found that tho payment was 
to bo in bonds ho withdrew tho tender. As 
to the rails Bupplied by tho C. P. R , it 
must ba romembered that that company 
have taken a lease of tho road for twonty- 
five years, and if any of those second-hand 
railB wear out thoy will havo to replace 
them at their own expense. Tho fact that 
the C. P. R. did not caro to undortako the 
work of building tho raiUoy, when they 
hava all the faoilitiea on hand, to his mind 
shows that tho price paid is not too large. 
Ho thought tho revenue soon to como out of 
the Kootenay country would moro than 
make up for tho expense thus incurred 
in helping to open it up. 

Mr. Booth called attention to tho fact 
that tho houao had last year resolved that 
tho road ahould bo built as rapidly and as 
cheaply as posaiblo ; and though the p'an of 
guaranteeing tho interest only had then 
boen adopted, the plun now recommended 
hid since been found to bo tho hotter ono. 
If tho government mado a mistake laat ses- 
sion in recommending a wrong priuoiplo 
thoy aro to be commended tor calling a halt 
and retracing their steps when thoy discov- 
ered their error ; and if they had not done 
so they would havo deserved tho severest 
censure from the houao and from tho coun- 
try. Ha thought tho faot that tho C.P.R. 
had undertaken to run the road for twenty- 
fivo years for sixty per cont. of tho pro- 
ceeds an excellent proof that it is not thought 
to bo a doubtful investment. 

Hon. Mr Davib Baid that though tho 
prccodure would bo Bomowhat unusual ho 
asked under tho circumataneea to say a few 
words — 

Hon Mr Beaven " roso to a point of 
order " and objected, 

Hon. Mr. Davie, amidst continuous in- 
torruptioiiB on tho part of the opposition, 
said it seemed grossly unfuir that tho hon. 
gentleman should decline to hoar him, tak- 
ing advantage of tho rule of tho houao. They 
had all aftercoonbeenengaged in pouringout 
tho viala of their wrath upon him, in the aafo 
conviction that he could noC bo hoard in 
reply, and ho thought the country will fully 
understand tho significance of their objection 
to his speaking. Thoir courBO is that of a 
mere craver. He would, however, tako tho 
opportunity which will bo afforded luter on 
to fully answer everything that they have 
charged or insinuated.
